AN ACT to amend chapter 107 of the laws of 1873, entitled an
act relating to the police court ot the city of Madison.

The peopls of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senale
and assembly, do enact as follows:

SgcrioN 1. Section two of said chapter 107, is Desning the
hereby amended by adding tbe following to said sec- Somrtand ertab-
ticn: “ The said municipal court is hereby declared cipalits:
to be the municipal court for the city of Madison and
the county of Dane for the transaction of all business
that may come before it; and for that purpose the city
of Madison and county of Dane is hereby cunstituted a
municipality.”

SEcTION 2. Section 11 of the said chapter 107, is Election of
hereby amended so as to read as follows: * The quali- judge.

Dane, shall on the first %‘uesday of April, A. D. 1874,
and once in every six years thereafter, elect a suitable
person to the office of judge of said municipal coart,
to be called the municipal judge, who shall hold his qerm ofpis
office for the term ot six years, and until bis successor oftice.
is daly elected and qualitied ; and the said judge shall,
before entering uﬁ)on the duties of his office, take and
subscribe an oath to support the counstitution of the
United States and state of Wiscoansin, and to faith.
fully, honestly and impartislly discharge the duties of
his said office, which oath may be administered by
any officer autherized by the laws of the state of Wis.
consin to administer oaths, and shall be filed in the
cffice of the city clerk of the city of Madison, and a
duplicate oath in the office of the clerk of the circuit
court of the county of Daune.

SEcTION 8. Section six of said chapter 107 is hereby pecrared s
amended by adding the following words thereto: * And court of record.
the said municipal court is hereby declared to be a court
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of record, and [as] such, shall have full power and
authority to issue all legal, civil and criminal process
proper and necessary to carry into effect the jurisdic-
tion given it by law, to hear, try aod determine all
questions of title to land that may come before it
within its jurisdiction; and to carry out such jurisdie-
tion shall have and possess all the powers usually pos-
sessed by courts of record under the common law
under the limitations and regulations imposed by
statnte,”

SecrivN 4. The said chapter 107 of the laws of
1873 is hereby forther amended by adding thereto the
following sections which shall stand as sections 15, 16,
17, 18, 19, 20, 21 and 22 of said chapter 107: ** Sec-
tion 156. The judge of the municipal court shall have
the same power to punish contempts, in the same man--
ner and for Like causes, and to the same extent that the
judges of the circuit courts are or may be authorized
by law to punish for contempts. Section 16. The
judge of said maunicipal court may by rule direct the
practice in his court, and the form and direction of pro-
cess, when not otherwise provided by law, and the
criminal process of said court may under the direction
of said judge be served in any part of the state. Sec-
tion 17. The municipal judge shall be chief mag-
istrate of the city of Madison and possessed of all the
powers of a justice of the peace in criminal and civil

of the criminal laws of the state committed in the
county of Dane, or of the ordinances and by-laws of
the city of Madison. It being intended by this act to
invest and clothe the municipal court with the power
and jurisdiction of the police court of the city ot Mad-
izon, and of the present municipal court of said city.
Section 18. The process of the municipal court shall
be in substance the same when applicable, as are used
in the justice’s courts and in the police court of the
city of Madison: provided, that the judge may alter
and amend all such process and make them applicable
